Food  Poisoning 


Four  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.  All  the  patients 
were  members  of  the  same  family  and  the  source  of  the  poisoning  was  traced  to 
cream  cakes  supplied  to  a  wedding  reception  held  in  a  London  Borough.

This  is  a  very  satisfactory  sample  of  raw  water.  It  is  clear  and  bright  in 
appearance,  neutral  in  reaction,  and  free  from  raotals.  The  hardness  of  the  water 
and  its  cc,  tent  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution  are  moderate,  end 
4ts  organic  qunlit’  and  tectorial  purity  are  of  the  highest  standard. 

The  water  is  considered  pure  and  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for 
i  n  sivr.ply  purpOSCS. 
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The  Rickmansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Company  completed  their  new  main 
through  Stockley  and  with  three  exceptions  all  the  properties  have  now  been 
provided  with  a  mains  water  supply.  Of  the  three  houses  not  ’-ret  provided  with 
mains  water  two  are  to  be  represented  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936 
as  being  Unfit  for  Human  Habitation,  and  the  other  is  already  under  Notice.  It. 
is  expected  that  all  three  will  be  made  fit  by  the  owner  and  mains  water  supply 
provided. 

The  mains  to  the  Common,  West  Drayton  should  be  completed  early  in  1949, 

Eolloxving  informal  action  by  the  Department,  five  properties  were  provided 
with  a  mains  water  supply  during  the  year.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  and 
the  population  supplied  from  the  public  mains  are  as  follows:

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

No  new  works,  apart  from  those  in  connection  with  the  new  housing  schemes, 
have  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  for  the 
provision  of  main  drainage  in  the  longford  area  will  not  be  long  delayed.  When 
this  is  done  the  only  area  not  provided  with  main  drainage  will  be  The  Common, 
West  Drayton. 


Rivers  and  Streams 


The  Middlesex  County  Council  and  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  are  responsible 
for  all  watercourses  in  the  Urban  District.  Several  approaches  hove  been  made  to 
the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  for  the  cleansing  of  the  River  Frays  which  is  in  a 
deplorable  condition  but  the  Divisional  Engineer  has  not  been  able  to  do  the  work 
owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour. 

Closet  Accommodation 

Ever:/  house  in  the  district  has  a  separate  sanitary  convenionce,  the  majority 
being  water  closets.  A  few  earthpoils  aro  still  in  existence  mainly  in  longford 
and  on  West  Drayton  Common.  All  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  by  the  Council, 

Public  Cleansing 

The  refuse  collection  service  was  greatly  improved  during  the  year,  all 
parts  of  the  district  having  a  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse.  The  Council 
has  three  Dennis  side  loading  refuse  collecting  vehicles  employed  on  this  service, 
and  one  side  loading  Conner  is  also  employed  for  2  days  per  week,  the  remainder  of 
the  time  being  spent  on  emptying  cesspools  and  pail  closets.  During  the  period 
of  the  Olympic  Games,  1st  duly  to  30th  September,  the  Council  provided  a  twice 
weekly  collection  service  to  the  Olympic  Games  Camp  in  West  Drayton.' 

Salvage 

The  salvaging  of  saleable  materials  from  the  refuse  has ’ continued  and  the 
total  income  received  from  the  sale  of  such  materials  was  £1,300,

During  the  year  the  Council  completed.  170  houses  and  22  housos  were 
completed  by  private  enterprise.  In  addition,  one  war-destroyed  house  was 
completely  rebuilt.  Three  houses  wore  requisitioned  and  converted  to  provide 
9  units  of  accommodation,  making  a  total  of  202  homes  provided. 

Smoke  Abatement 


Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  concerning  the  emission  of  smoke 
from  three  factories.  Regular  observations  were  made  on  the  factories  and  on  each 
occasion  when  smoke  was  emitted  in  such  a  quantity  as  to  be  a  nuisance  the  occupier 
was  informed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act.  In  two 
cases  the  nuisance  has  been  abated,  in  one  instance  by  the  provision  of  a  new 
boiler  plant  and  in  the  other  by  the  use  of  an  alternative  fuel.  In  the  case  of 
the  third  factory  although  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  offered  an  alternative  fuel  the 
occupier  has  refused  it  on  the  grounds  of  cost.  Further  steps  are  being  taken  to 
abate  the  smoke  nuisance  from  this  factory. 


SECTION  F 


FOOD  INSPECTION 


Meat  and  Other  Foods 

( a )  Butchers  Shops  and  Meat  Inspection 

Those  shops  have  been  inspected  regularly  during  the  year  and  generally  the 
standard  of  hygiene  is  good.  Various  improvements  have  been  effected  principally 
in  the  sausage  preparation  rooms. 

Two 'hundred  pounds  of  meat  was  found  to  bo  unfit  for  human  consumption  during 
the  j’enr,  and  was  destroyed. 

There  are  no  slaughter-houses  working  in  the  district  and  only  two  pigs 
have  been  inspected  after  slaughter  during  the  year.  Both  were  found  to  be  free 
from  disease. 

(b)  Other  Foods 

Food  shops,  cafes  and  other  premises  where  food  is  sold,  stored  or  prepared 
for  sale  were  frequently  visited  and  inspected  and  conditions  were  generally 
satisfactory.  Two  cafos  were  found  to  be  below  standard  due  largely  to  insufficient 
space.  In  both  cases  extensions  havo  been  made  and  modern  equipment  installed.
